OPIUM HIDDEN IN 
CIGARETTE TINS 


Seven taels of raw opium, well 
hidden in cigarette ting, were dis- 
covered by the ‘alps police when 
they searched Tsul Yan who was 
ona ferry bound for the New Ter- 
ritories from the Chinese’ border.
